Aswual Meeting 


The anoual meeting of the local 
branch of the Red Cross was held 
on Wednesday evening of last week 
when Mrs, J. McCloy, president, 
occupied the chair, 


In the course of her remarks, the 
president said it had been both a 
privilege and an honor to serve as 
president of the branch for the past 
year and thot her task had heen 
made light and pleasant by the 
efficient and harmonious co-opera- 
tion of all the officers and members 
of the committees. 

She thanked the women of the 
Branch, both in town and country, 
for their hard, tireless and unselfish 
efforts, and said that when the oc- 
casion arose the men of the branch 
rose nobly and their financial and 
moral backing was just great, 

She said she was particularly 
gratified by the action of the Exec- 
utive at its last meeting in Decem: 
ber io voting that a contribution he 
made to the Building Fund for a 
new Wing to the Crippled Child- 
ren’s Hospital, to relieve the suffer- 
ing of the children on the home 
front, 

In closing she said she knew that 
this branch will be ready to meet 
any emergency that may arise, 

Mr, W. A. Austin, in his report, 
mentioned that there had been en- 
yuiries for missing friends and rela- 
tives in enemy occupied countries, 
Norway, Holland, and Dutch East 
Indies He had also received en- 
juiries from the German Red Cross 
regarding the welfare of a German 
family in this district 

He spoke of the great work the 
Society in Canada was doing in 
packing and shipping nearly 70,000 
food parcels per week for Canadian, 
British and Australian prisoners of 
war The parcels cost 32,50 each 
F,O,B Germany and it was readily 
seen what a large amount of money 
is required for this work, 


Hie reminded the meeting that the 
innual campaign will commence on 
March Ist, 

The treasurer, Mr, C, E Reiber, 
in an excellent report showed that 
the receipts from all sources during 
the year, including a balance on 
hand of $204,29, amounted to 55,- 
867,77 The total disbursements 
were $5,304,57 which included the 
sum of $1,297,31 paid for supplies, 
$2990 65 war contribution, $150.00 
to prisoners-of- war fund and $564,64 
to Junior Red Cross, The balance 
on hand is $563,20, 


Mrs. Mortimer reported for the 
Women's Work Committee stating 
that the work was proceeding very 
well and that the work quota had 
been completed and shipped regu 
larly each month She thanked the 
ladies of the town for their splendid 
Work and especially thanked the

The beat thing I've read about 
Religious Education fora long time,-

I found that most illuminating 
because of its implications, 

For such a statement implies, of 
couree, first, that the ability and 
willingness and desire go to teach 
every subject are there in the mind 
and will and heart of him or her 
who has the responsibility of train- 
ing these embryo citizens, ‘That is 
a condition much to be desired. 

Second, it implies a basic unity 
in education; not just a hotch-potch 
of materials and a smattering of 
facts here and there; but an honest 
idea of what it’s all about, of what 
it’s for, of what purpose it eerves in 
life. Perhaps the greatest deterior 
ation that has come to pase in 
education is this break up = into 
parts that don’t fit; this lack of 
connection between circumference 
and centre A change here, as im 
plied, would be a tremendous gain, 

And third, it implies a concep- 
tion of the person to be taught as a 
unity; «a whole person, intellect, 
character, experience, vocation, all 
combined Such a conception is as 
old as all good education and as 
new as all bad substitutes And 
such a conception must be ever 
borne in mind if we are really to 
have what we boast of in our demo.
